The species are 
independent or distinct because the invention pairs 1 and 2 or 1 and 3 or 1 and 4 or 2 and 3 or 2 and 4 or 
3 and 4 are directed to related inventions. The related inventions are distinct if the inventions as claimed 
do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as claimed are not obvious variants; 
and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use together or can have a materially different 
design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the invention 
pairs are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single combination. The 
subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is 
shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable.
